What puzzles the tax ' collec- 
tors is-where Lavalette’s stock in 
trade should be taxed, if any- 
where. Since Jan. 1 the turn- 
aifected retail 
establishments has been abolish- 
ed, and in its place has been sub- 
stituted a uniform tax of 6 per 
cent. on manufactured articles 
ut the last stage of their produc- 
tion. Is Lavalette a producer?

-vielims of the accident at the Kow- 


loon Magistracy’ yesterday. 


Mr. E, Uimswerth sat as Coroner, S 


and wos assisted by a jury coimn- 
prising Messrs. W. W. Hirst, S. 
Osman ond Iu Hung-watt. 

Inspector’ R, Shannon conducied 
the Inquiry, while Mr. R. A. Wade- 
son (Messrs Deacons) was present 
on behalf of the Vibro Piling Com- 
pany, York Bullding, who were 
working the apparatus at the time. 

Addressing the Jury, the Coroner 
explained that thotigh seven: people 
had: been killed or had subsequently 
dled from their Injuries, the inquiry 
was, only ‘being held {nto the denth 
of Claudio Zcnoblo Mathias, aged 4! 
(foreman of the plle-driving gang, 
who had been struck by the machine 
while sheltering, from the rain in a 
Hrewood shop across the road), The 
circumstances surrounding: 
tleaths of the others were mueh the 
same. 

Dr. G, H. Henry, who 
formed a post mortem 
ceased, said that, -among other. in- 
juries, Mls fourth and fifth cervical 
vertibrae had been dislocated 
his spinal cord compressed and al- 
most severed. 

Mr. G. PY. 
Royal Observatory, said that at 3.59 
p.m..on Many 29, the wind velocity 
rose from an average of 12 miles an 
hour to a gust of 45 m.p.h. within 
a few minutes, The rise was rather 
nmiore sudden than ustal, but tha 
maximum velocity was not unusual. 
He could not say what the velocity 
was in Kansu Street, where the ac- 
cident happened, 
been greater, . 

Mr. C. B. Robertson,. Executive 
Engineer of the Buildings Ordinance 
ONee, .P.W.D., deposed to having 
fone-to the vacant plece of- ground 
in Kansu Street where the machine 
had been standing. 

He saw that when standing, it had 
been facing west, supported by four 
wire suuy-ropes, two of which were 
attached to the bases of two flr pales 
supporting the’ roof of a timber shed 
on the south of the site. 
was fIxed- to n post at the north side 
of Kansu Street and the west side of 
Conton Road, and the .fourth was 
attached to the south-east boundary 
stone of Kowloon Inland Lot. 1206. 


-Fir Pole Snapped 


The collapse had caused the guy 
rope attached to. the flr pole nearest 
to’ the machine, to snap this pole, 
which was sunk about five feet in 
to: the ground. 

Witness was of the opinion that 
the-machine hid been worked in a 
normal manner and would have re- 
mained stable but for the exception- 
aly severe gust of wind which 
caused It to overturn, :

List- at £410,000 per annum. 

, Ut was proposed to set aside £40,000 
a year out of the £410,000 for Queen 
Elizabeth and the’ same provision was 
made for the Queen if she survived 
her: husband as was made for Qucen 
Alexandra and Queen’ Mary, namely 
£70,000 a year. 

The King had signified a desire that 
provision should be made for the 
Duke of Gloucester and for Princess 

, Elizabeth, A 

In last year's Act special provision 
was made for the present King, then, 
Duke of York, of £25,000 a year In 
view of the additional duties which 
would fall upon him as heir-presump- 
tlve. That annuity had now ceased. 

Although the Duke of Gloucester 
was not heir-presumptive he would, 
as the King's next brother, have addi- 
tional duties to perform during the 
sminority of Princess Elizabeth, and 
it was necordingly proposed that, he 
should be granted an annuity of 
£10,000 a year from the consolidated 
fund... ‘ ; 

In the case of Princess Elizabeth, 

*she was helr-presumplive, but she 
was not entitled to the revenucs of the 
Duchy of Cornwall, and St was pro- 
posed to grant to her an annuity of 
‘£6,000 a year until she reached the 
age of 21.. If by that time there Was 
still no Duke of Cornwall the amount 
would be Increased to £15,000 a year,
